ARGUMENTS ON SEAT

Half-Dozen Rival Factions Are 
to Be Heard by Members 
of Committee. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 3 (A.P.).—A 
‘steady drizzle kept most of the early 
arrivals for the Republican national 
convention indoors today and afforded 
them opportunity to get together for 
some speculation regarding future poli- 
tical developments. 

Here and there in hotels and clubs a 
party leader tarried for a chat with 
chieftains from other sections of the 
country, but there was nothing to indi- 
cate that any of their conversations 
tended to clarify the atmosphere either 
as to candidates or platform declara- 
tions. 

Among the party wheel horses wo 
put in an appearance today in Kansas 
City were Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah. 
who is to be chairman of the platform 
committee, and Charles D. Hilles, New 
York national committeeman, who has 
been one of the “draft Coolidge” ad- 
vocates. Neither had much to say for 
publication, Hilles declaring that te 
knew of no new developments of im- 
portance. 

Smoot Has pAleavy Cold. 


Senator Smoot had picked up a 
heavy cold on his way from Washing- 
ton and bantered in a husky voice with 
@ group of newspaper men in the lobby 
of Hotel Muehlebach, one of the con- 
gregating places. 

Smoot explained that he had come 
on ahead to help shape up a tentative 
,_ platform which he said might be 
Scrapped entirely before a party dec- 
laration is adopted. He declined to be 
drawn out on farm relief or other 
points of controversy except to say that 
naturally they would be dealt with in 
the platform. 

Quizzed about his views on candil- 
dates, the veteran Utah senator said 
that his State’s delegation was unin- 
structed, and that both Lowden and 
_ Hoover undoubtedly would _ receive 
vctes. Asked about published reports 
that he was for Hoover, he said that he 
had not committed himself and that 
any statement to that effect was un- 
authorized.

on the schedule for the first airing.

Although they will be kept busy,

FROM C-3TORY WINDOW 


Burton W. De Loss, Court 
Reporter, Falls Into 
Alley by Home. 


RECENTLY OPERATED ON 


Burton Webster De Loss, 40-year-old 
musical composer and formerly a short- 


hand reporter for the House of Repre- 
sentatives, dived 90 feet to his death 
last night by leaping out of a sixth- 
story window of the apartment in which 
he lived at 1735 New Hampshire avenue 
northwest shortly before 7 o'clock. 

Residents of the first-floor apart- 
ments heard the thud of the body as it 
crashed through a tree to the concrete 
courtyard of the apartment and sum- 
moned physicians from the Emergency 
Hospital, who pronounced De Loss dead 
from a broken neck, broken back. 
broken teg and broken arm. Coroner 
J Ramsay Nevitt issued a certificate of 
death by suicide 

De Loss bade his wife. Mrs. Sally De 
Loss, and his 17-year-old daughter, 
Lucy, good-by shortly before taking 
the fatal plunge. He had recently been 
operated upon at a local hospital for an 
abdominal trouble, and had been de- 
spondent. He said he was going out for 
a walk. 

De Loss, who during the trial of Po- 
liceman Orville Staples, became in- 
volved in controversy with Representa- 
tive Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, 
Staples’ defender, had been employed as 
a court reporter for a local company, 
but was better known 2s a composer of 
music for stringed instruments

Buses and Taxis Are Said 
to Be Constantly 
Violating Rules. 


INDIVIDUAL DRIVERS 
OFTEN PUT IN PERIL 


Retaliation Is Feared, Which 
May Make Streét Traffic 
Exceedingly Dangerous.

ators of public and private motor ve- 
hicles, a feeling that bodes ill for the 
traffic situation in Washington during 
the months just ahead with their 
heavy influx of tourist cars, is seen by 
Many observers who declare the fault 
to lie with bus and taxi drivers who 
continually impose upon and usurp the 
rights of other street users. The bus 
driver, using the sheer bulk of his 
vehicle to intimidate the passenger ve- 
hicle operator, and the hacker who 
flagrantly violates many of the most 
fundamental rules of safe and cour- 
teous driving are assailed by many as 
providing the local traffic situation 
with one of its gravest aspects. 

The private vehicle owner, scourged 
by the tactics of the other groups, re- 
tallates in kind, with a result that ts 
patently growing acute from a stand- 
point of safe and smooth-flowing 
traffic. 

A summation of the charges against 
the bus and taxi operators indicates 
the extent to which the average mo- 
torist has become conscious of the 
former’s remissness. Against the bus 
operators the accusations include: 

Usurpation of the middle of the 
thoroughfare. 

Insistent and violent horn blowing 


Bluff the Private Car. 


Use of the bulk of the vehicle 
bluff the private car out of its proper 
right of way. 

Ignoring stop signs. 

Excessive speeds, particularly in the 
Outlying districts. 

The allegations of misconduct 
against the taxi driver not only in- 
clude a majority of those named for 
the bus driver, but are marked by the 
addition of several others of equally 
grave seriousness. The defiections from 
reasonable driving laid to this group 
are: 

Starting on the amber light and tin- 
sistenly horning for the passenger car 
operator who happens to be in front to 
do likewise in spite of the’ fact that 
the practice is illegal and highly dan- 
gerous. . 

Driving tar to the left of the street 
to pass vehicles already moving at the 
highest legal and safe speed.

Tokyo (Monday), June 4 (A.P.).— 
An official war office dispatch today 
said that Chang Tso-Lin, Manchurian 
war lord, was slightly wounded when 
the train in which he was traveling 
from Peking into retirement was bomb- 
ed. Several other persons were killed 
and. wounded in the bomb outrage 
which occurred near Mukden, Manchu- 
ria. 

Chang’s bodyguard fired at nonuni- 
iormed: Southern Chinese who threw 
the bombs. 

Press dispatches that Japanese troops 
guarding the railway line had clashed 
with the Chinese were denied by the 
war office dispatch. 

Mukden Manchuria (Monday), June 
4 (A.P.).—Chang Tso-Lin, who abdi- 
cated the dictatorship of north China 
yesterday, arrived at Mukden at 8 
o’clock this morning from Peking.

tive instrument Dr Flinn periodically 
seeks traces of radium among. the 
women workers and keeps the suspect- 


ed group under close observation 
Some of the suspicious cases were 


located recently by Dr. Arthur B 
Holmes, dentist connected with the 
company. 

A larger number were. discovered by 
Dr. Arthur E. Rogers, surgical dentist, 
whose interest was sharpened by his 
futile attempt to prolong the life of 
Helen Wall, who succumbed to the 
poisoning last year. He operated three 
times on her face. 

“More women are contracting the 
radioactive poison right now painting 
dials,” Dr. Rogers declared today. 

In Waterbury the first manifestations 
of the dread malady was a decay of 
gums and teeth. This was also the case 
among workers in the Orange, N. J., 
plant: of the United States Radium 
Corporation.

The motors doing heavy pulling now 
to 6,500. Getting “ark.” 

First Word of Storm. 

The Southern Cross, bound from Ha- 
wali to the Fiji Islands, shortly before 
9:30 p. m. announced in a message sent 
here that the plane was “dodging 
about” in an effort to avoid a storm. 

“We are now dodging about to miss 
some heavy storm clouds,” read the 


radiogram received by the naval radio 
station here “Altitude, 4,600 feet. 


Still gaining altitude. Looks pretty 
stormy here.” 

Another message, received almost 
immediately afterward, read: “What 
a beautiful sight, the different formas 
tions of clouds.” 

The plane has made an average of 
more than 90 kno's since leaving 
Honolulu for Suva, said a message re- 
c ‘vec from the plane by the naval 


radio station here at 9:20 p. m. 

The message follows: “Six p. m. 
(evidently Honclulu time). have made 
good 1,225 (knots) giving an average 
of over 90 knots per hour. Altitude 
2,000 feet now. Lots better up here 
¢’id much cooler.” 

The naval radio station here received 
at 8:54 p. m. a message from ‘the 
Southern Cross saying “Black clouds 
ahead.” Another, received at 9 p. m., 
said “We are gaining altitude, going 
up near 2,000 feet now.” 

The naval radio station here received 
at 6:55 p. m. the following message from 
the Southern Cross, relayed through 
the naval radio station at Honolulu: 

“Have been flying low all day to in-

Messages Tell of Flight. 

Honolulu, June 3 (A.P.).—The trl- 
motored monoplane Southern Cross was 
speeding along the course over the 
Pacific Ocean between Honolulu and 
Suva tonight at a speed of approxi- 
mately 80 miles an hour on the second 
jump of a flight from the California 
coast to Australia. 

Manned by Capt. Kingsford-Smith, 
the plane made a quick take-off after 
& short run at Barking Sands beach, 
isle of Kauai, at 5:20 this morning, ex- 
pecting to cover the distance to Suva, 
3.138 land miles, in 36 hours. Barring 
mishap, the plane should land at Suva, 
in the Fiji Islands, on Monday evening 
45 8 o’clock, Pacific Coast time, or mide 
night Eastern daylight time.

Quoted by Ministers. 


Sulzer the commit- 
tee will attempt to seek further light on 
the testimony given in New York by the 
Rev. O. R. Miller, of Albany, to the ef- 
fect that Sulzer told him that he had 
been informed that “the business man- 
ager” for Gov. Smith had given $25,000 
to the Democratic chairman from a 
Western State.

Miller then was ordered to confine his 
remarks to facts within his knowledge, 
or those which had been furnished him 
by persons whose names he could sup- 
ply. 


Van Namee on Stand. 


When Van Namee took the stand he 
apologized to the committee for inter- 
rupting the proceedings, but Chairman 
Steiwer said no apology was necessary. 

“I know the Rev. O. R. Miller,” Van 
Namee said. “He’s an unscrupulous as- 
sassin of the character of public men.” 

Appearing before the committee May 
9, Van Namee said his organization had 
received $18,481 and spent $13,762, in- 
cluding $5,000 sent into North Carolina 
to aid supporters of Smith tn the battle 
for that State’s 24 delegates. 

The $13,762 expenditure brought the 
total outlay to further the New York 
Governor’s cause to $105,852. 

Other high lights of the New York 
investigation included the testimony of 
George W. Olvany, Tammany sachem, 
that his society was a nonpolitical one, 
and had made no contributions to 
Smith’s campaign, and that of Lewis F.

Chaplain Evans. 


TELLS OF OPPOSITION 
TO NATION ABROAD 


Chapel Crowded by Visitors; 
Secretary and Mrs. 
Wilbur Attend.

Annapolis, Md., June 3.—“We are in 
uniform to guarantee our country’s 
freedom while she sets her own house 
in order,” said Capt. Sydney K. Evans, 
chaplain of the Naval Academy, in his 
baccalaureate sermon to the class to be 
giaduated Thursday. The chapel was 
crowded by visitors here for commence- 
ment festivities and officers and mem- 
bers of their families attached to the 
naval station. Chaplain Evans preached 
on the general theme, “Workers To- 
gether With Men.” 

Secretary of the Navy and Mrs. Cur- 
tis D. Wilbur were among those who 
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heard the sermon. 
Chaplain Evans sald: 


“Some one has said that man is not} 


s0 much a fact as a possibility. Four | 
years ago you received your apointments 
to the Naval Academy, not merely be- 
cause you already possessed certain 
qualifications, but because your parents 
and the President or your senator or 
representative saw in you certain po- 
tentialities. Your course here has not 
been all plain sailing. That would not 
have been worthy of the academy or 
you. 


Compeliled to Fight. 


“In a very real sense, in view of cer- 
tain examinations ‘tnd tests, you were 
compelled to fight to get into the 
academy, compelled to fight to stay in 
and, indeed, to fight to get out, but 
your greatest fight is yet ahead, and it 
will not end until you retire or die. 

“Your diploma means that you have 
acquired the habit of putting first 
things first. Every American expects 
the graduate of the academy to be sym- 
metrically trained and generally and 
particularly competent. The Navy has 
no place in it for weaklings, physical, 
mental or moral. But your alma mater, 
while developing and equipping your 
three-fold being, has endeavored to 
mold in you a spirit which shall have 
very definite marks—truth, honor, 
courage, loyalty, and duty. 

"The academy's name the world ove! 
is synonymous for the loftiest character 
and ultimate devotion. ]n war and in 
peace, in the sea and in the air and 
on the land, in the service and in civil- 
ian life, the sons of your alma mater 
have proved worthy to stand with the 
most ‘llustrious in the cause of duty, 
country, God. It is a noble trust and 
comradeship in which you are to share 
It is a stirring thought, a sober and 
steady thought, that your alma mater 
is ready and eager to put her reputa- 
tion before God and the world into 
your keeping and to be measured and 
judged by you as her sons and repre- 
sentatives. 


Challenge to Predecessors. 


“To her your commission will be her 
diploma in action. To you let it be an 
affectionate and abiding challenge from 
your predecessors here to the utmost of 
your ability and opportunity. 

“Commending you, my brothers of 
the class of 1928, to the guidance and 
protection of Him who {fs still the ruler 
of the wind and waves, we bless you 
and send you forth, workers together 
with Him in His name and power. 

“The world has learned by bitter ex- 
perience which might have wrecked our 
civilization that nations, Ilke_ in- 
dividuals, are not independent, but in- 
terdependent, that people might just as 
well vote to ignore the seasons or the 
tides or an epidemic as to turn a deaf 
ear to the just demands of other peo- 
ples. We are all children of God our 
common Father, are citizens not only 
of our own country, but also of the 
world. 

“We, in uniform, are second to none 
in zeal for the abolition of the instl- 
tution of war, any war settles any ques- 
tion only temporarily, and all the par- 
ticipants lose. In the Navy we rejoice 
that we are in our country’s first line 
of defense and with our sister service 
guarantee her freedom of action and 
speech. 


Mentions Foreign Policy. 


“It is a shock to those of us who 
have not had first hand experience of 
conditions abroad to find that our na- 
tion, welcomed formerly in Europe as 
‘chivalrous America,’ !s by many re- 
garded as having a cratty and under- 
hand foreign policy—that it is said that 
while we constantly have justice and 
humanity on our lips we are in fact 
most arrogant imperialists. Our post- 
war prosperity is declared to be at the 
expense of Europe. On one hand we 
were told that we have lost step with 
the rest of the world by our aloofness 
and on the other, that we mind every- 
body’s business but our own. 

“In many quarters our motives are 
questioned. In one breath we have 
been accused of reducing the nations 
of Europe to a state of vassalage by 
their financial obligations to us, and 
also of refusing to lift a finger to 
lighten Europe’s load. Just now wé are 
accused of having a treaty mania. In 
spite of a babel of misrepresentation 
abroad, however, we believe our country 
will continue her God-given leadership 
for the healing of the nations. 

“We like to think of our land as par- 
ticularly blessed by God in view of her 
marvelous growth, her astonishing pros- 
perity and her boundless influence.”

CONGRESS SET RECORD 
FOR EXPENOE, KING oYa 


Aggregate Will Be $5,000,- 
000,000, He Asserts; Sees 
Further Increase. 


CENTRALIZATION 


FEARS 


(Associated Press.) 

The first session of the Seventieth 
Congress was the most extravagant in 
the history of the republic, in the opin- 
ion of Senator King (Democrat), Utah. 
In a statement yesterday he said he 
stood practically alone on the Demo- 
cratic side of the aisle in endeavoring 
to curtail appropriations. 

“There is no hope for the republic,” 
King said in deploring what he termed 
a movement toward a centralized form 
of government. “If this movement in 
favor of centralizing the Government 
ii Washington continues, in 25 years 
there will be no States. 

“In Lincoln’s day, the contest was 
to save the "Jnion, but the contest to- 
day is to save the States,” he added. 
“The Democratic party is departing 
from the fundamentals of Democracy 
so that today there is no party to de- 
fend the personal liberty and the 
rights of the States in local self-gov- 
ernment.” 

“In 1917,” he said, “all expenditures 
of the entire Government were only 
$1,000,000,000. We have appropriated 
for the next fiscal year over $850,000,- 
000 just for compensation of Federal 
employes, and the aggregate appropria- 
tions, directly and indirectly, will be 
over $5,000,000,000. 

“It is clear that appropriations next 
year will be greater, and greater each 
year following. We are building up 
the most powerful paternalistic and 
bureaucratic Government there is in 
the world.” 

King thought the bill for the con- 
trol of floods in the Mississippi Valley, 
ir its implications, was one of the 
most dangerous pleces of legislation 
ever written. He declared that the leg- 
islation gives to the Federal Govern- 
ment sovereign control over matters 
that belong to the States themselves, 
in the entire territory between the 
Rocky and Allegheny mountains from 
the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Although he was not present to vote 
on either the Senate bill for flood con- 
trol or on the conference report, King 
announced on the floor of the Senate 
that he was opposed to the legislation. 

The Utah senator also regretted the 
passage of bills calling for large Fed- 
eral appropriations for Muscle Shoals, 
the merchant. marine, river barge lines, 
education, public health, rural roads 
and the “demands of the Department of 
Agriculture which needed nearly $200.,- 
000,000 for various purposes.” 

“The cost of government during the 
next fiscal year, Federal, State and mu- 
nicipal, will be approximately $812,- 
000,000,000,” he said. “That means 
about 17 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings of the people of the United 
States.”

HOWARD HEAD DELIVERS 
BACCALAUREATE SERMON 


Warns Graduating Class of 
Oversophistication in 
Starting Life. 


SCORES ATHEISTIC TREND 


Baccalaureate exercises were held 
yesterday at Howard University, the 
sermon to graduates being preached by 
Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, university 
president, in the gymnasium-armory 
building. The invocation and response 
were pronounced by the Rev. Walter H. 
Brooks, and the benediction by the , 
Rev. W. H. Thomas. 

Dr. Johnson warned students of the 


graduating class against oversophisti- 
cation which might lose for them the 
common touch, pointing out as the 
first evidence of breakdown in morale, 
in their lifework, the inability to enter 
wholeheartedly into that work with 
an eye single to its accomplishment. 
In this connection, he pointed out, the 
student would find little time for mem- 
bership on committees to tell others 
how to run the universe. 

The allusion was pointed directly at 
recent articles in the student publi- 
cation, The Hilltop, advising univer- 
sity trustees in management of the in- 
stitution, especially with relationship 
to conferences between professors and 
coeds. This misdirected energy, he 
said, could best be used by the gradu- 
ate in demonstrating by his own work 
in benighted sections of the country 
how problems of negro uplift could pe 
met. 

The sermon was directed sharply 
against atheism, Dr. Johnson defining 
the difference between religion and ir- 
religion of the educated negro as the 
ability to stand at attention and to 
uphold traditions and idealism of uni- 
versity training in the bottoms of the 
Southland, or wherever negro masses 
needed expert guidance. “The masses,” 
he said, “which produced Booker T. 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln, are 
full of power, and the graduate stu- 
dent can do no better than utilize his 
sophistication in concrete performance 
of everyday tasks toward discovery and 
recognition of such genius wherever it 
might be found within the negro race.” 


Yellow Fever Heroes’ 
Statue Is Indorsed 


(Associated Press.) 


The setting aside of a suitable plot 
in Arlington Cemetery for burial of the 
soldfer heroes of the fight against yel- 
low fever and the erection of a suitable 
statue to them, for which a bill re- 
cently was introduced in Congress, was 
said yesterday by Maj. Gen. M. W. Ire- 
Jand, surgeon general of the Army, to 
be most appropriate and desirable. 

The work of the board, of which 
Maj. Walter Reed was the head, said 
Gen. Ireland, was one of the most dra- 
matic, as well as one of the most im- 
portant, achievements in the history of 
medicine. The success of the investi- 
gation depended upon experiments 
upon human beings, as at that time no 
animal had been found susceptible to 
the disease, and the willingness with 
which American soldiers volunteered to 
undergo such tests gives an unusual 
and striking character to the story of 
the achievement.

prosecution, not only of avowed enemies 
of the proletarian dictatorship, such 
as the sabotaging engineers of the 
Donetz region, the rich peasants and 
the bourgeoisie, but also of delinquent 
Communists of all shades of opinion. 

The proclamation reasserted the ne- 
cessity for a genuine and not a sham 
party democracy. It called for fearless 
exposure of party and administrative 
ills, turning the business directorates 
into truly active instead of rubber- 
stamp bodies. 


Ills to Be Eliminated. 


Elimination of flattery, laziness, in- 
efficiency, criminal negligence and 
kindred ills, was declared as an object 
in the movement which, it was promis- 
ed, would not spare any guilty party 
or men, high or low. 

The declaration said that the big 
problem of rebuilding Soviet Russia 
from a backward, agrarian land into 
an industrial country was impossible 
of accomplishment without active co- 
operation of all classes of society and 
that the Communist party must, in 
turn, cooperate with these masses in- 
stead of drive them. 

The rising generation must be given 
an ever freer play in the country’s 
communal processes so that they may 
the sooner replace the old guard. To 
this end the proclamation advocated 
changes in the administration of party 
units, administrative organs and la- 
bor administration. 


Wide Shake-Up Expected. 


The edict is taken as a foreshadow- 
ing of a country-wide shake-up which 
will loosen from their places numerous 
misfits whose mismanagement has ap- 
peared by exposures of industrial ills. 
None of these is as glaring as the anti- 
government sabotage movement in the 
coal mines, but many cases of debauch- 
ery of power and gross immorality 
have come to the surface. 

The latest slogan of the reform ele- 
ment among the bolshevists is: 

“Turn a searchlight on the deca- 
dence and communal disease. Uproot 
it all before it is too late, and thus you 
will insure a normal functioning of the 
rebuilding processes in Soviet Russia.”

London, June 3 (A.P.).—Three new 
peerages, five baronetcies and a nu- 
merous list of knighthoods were created 
in the honors given out today in con- 
nection with the sixty-third birthday 
of King George. 

All the new peers are conservative 
members of Parliament and by-elections 
will be called for as a result of their 
transfer to the House of Lords. 


Sir Alfred Mond, member for Car- 
marthen, chairman of the Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., and also of 
the $10,000,000 finance company of 
Great Britain and America, organized 
April 12, heads the list. 

Sir George Rowland Blades, who 
made a success last year as Lord Mayor 
of London, also was elevated to the 
peerage. He is present member of the 
House of Commons for Epsom. The 
third new peerage went to Col. Sir 
James Remnant, a distinguished bar- 
rister. He has been member of the 
House for Holborn for 28 years. 

Baronetcies were given to the Right 
Hon. Edward Archdale, Belfast, minis- 
ter of agriculture in the government of 
Northern Ireland; William Walter Car- 
lile, chairman of the magisterial bench 
Bucks; Maj. William Cope, conserva- 
tive M,.

A Sabbath lull in the speaking cam- 
paign of most of the aspirants, which 
will rise to their fina! crescendo tomor- 
row night, lessened no whit the great 
interest displayed in what will be the 
first State-wide primary since the 
“boom” days. 

With contests waged in virtually ev- 
ery county, registrations have mounted 
to the point in some places where ex- 
tra hedpers have been found necessary 
to accommodate the qualified voters, 
due to the lengthy ticket; one of the 
longest on record. Indications are that 
the heaviest vote in history will be 
polled if weather is favorable. 


Candidate Uses Plane.

tion of Peking and Tientsin. 

Peking, China, June 3 (A.P.).—No 
flag floated over the empty presidential 
palace in Peking today. The five-barred 
emblem of the north China vepublic 
was pulled down when Chang Tsso-Lin 
geve up his two years’ dictatorship and 
left for Mukden early this morning. 
The expected crop of the sun banners 
of the victorious Nationalists has not 
yet flowered. 

Instead of the scores of Mukdenite 
soldiers, who, until Saturday, guarded 
the entrance of the palace and watched 
over the safety of the dictator, a pair of 
drowsy Peking policemen was on duty. 
Except for this evidence of law and 
order, Peking was without a visible 
government, but the city was qulet. 

The city itself awaited the coming of 
its new masters calmly. Long inured to 
the fortunes of war, the residents never- 
theless seemed placidly pleased that a 
decision in the north-south conflict had 
been reached without the fighting being 
cerried to or within the gates of Peking. 

Generally accepted Nationalism pre- 
vails among the Chinese south of the 
Great Wall. but several days must elapse 
before the troops of south China can 
complete their military occupation of 
the province of Chihli and enter the 
alicient capital of their country. 

The quiet of today proved the worth 
of Chang’s precautionary measures, but 
the foreign legation guards remain alert 
in view of the possibility of disorder 
when the populace realizes that neither 
north nor south has an adequate body 
of troops here.

STULTZ, WITH GIRL PASSENGER, —

New York, June 3 (A.P.).—George 
Palmer Putnam, New York publisher, 
announced tonight that the trimotored 
Fokker plane which Wilmer Stultz to- 
day flew from Boston to Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, was bound for London via 
Trepassy, Newfoundland. 

Mr. Putnam said the plane, one 
which Commander Richard E. Byrd had 
intended to use for his Antarctic ex- 
pedition, was purchased from the ex- 
plorer by the Mechanical Science Cor- 
poration, which the publisher rep- 
resents. 

He said th: backers of the present 
flight were interested primarily in scl- 
entific experimentation in air trans- 
portation over water, 

Aboard the plane, which has been 
named the “Friendship,” Mr, Putnam 
said, is Miss Amelia Earhart, of Boston, 
an amateur aviatrix, who has more 
than 500 fiying hours to her credit. 
She will take her turn at the controls, 
he said. Miss Earnart is a_ social 
worker and director at Dennison House, 
Boston's oldest settlement center. Also 
on board is Lew Gordon, of Boston, 
flight mechanic. 


Equipped with Pontoons. 


“For the first time in transoceanic 
flying, a trimo‘ored ship is equipped 
with pontoons, making it possible to 
land anywhere on water,” the publish- 
er's statement said. “It is this type of 
equipment that Commander Byrd has 
favored from the first as the inevitable 
development for long-distance flying 
over water.” 

The plane is equipped with a 600- 
meter sending and receiving radio 
equipment, he said, and emergency 
radio equipment for sending messages 
in the event the plane is down and its 
three Wright whirlwind motors silent. 
Its weight, including personnel, fuel 
supply and pontoons, is slightly more 
than 12,000 pounds. 

Commander Byrd tonight issued a 
statement in which he explained that 
the sale of the plane had not been an- 
nounced previously because the sale 
was made with the understanding that 
it was to be kept secret regardless of 
circumstances. The explorer said that 
he had no connection with either the 
present or future operations of the ship. 


Next Step In Aviation. 


"IT believe that the filght of the three- 
engined plane, that will fly with one 
engine dead, which is equipped with 
floats for landing in water, is the next 
step in transatlantic flying and is a 
sensible pioneering effort,” the com- 
mander said. 

“I wish the pilot and crew good luck 
and every success, and have confidence 


in the courage and ability of the per- 
sonnel, 

“Their landing at Halifax demon- 
strates the value of floats for landing 
in water in emergency, as there are no 
landing places in that region for land- 
ing on wheels.” 

A representative of the explorer ex- 
plained that the Fokker plane was sold 
by Commander Byrd for business rea- 
sons, because the expedition already is 
equipped with a trimotored Ford plane 
and two three-motored planes were not 
needed. 

Boston, June 3 (A.P.). — The tri- 
motored Fokker monoplane, equipped 
by Commander Richard E. »yrd for his 
Antartic expedition, took off on a 
flight from the Boston airport today 
for an unannounced destination with 
Wilmer Stultz as pilot and a young 

ston woman, Miss Emelia Earhart, 
as passenger. Accompanying them as 
mechanic was Lew “Slim” Gordon. 

The plane hopped off from the waters 
at the airport at 6:31 a. m. and disap- 
peared out over the Atlantic to the 
northeast Tonight Halifax, Nova Sco- 
tia, reported thet the plane had landed 
there. 

Airport employes, who had been in 
touch with the work of fitting out the 
plane for the Byrd ‘rip, were not in- 
formed in advance, and none was about 
when the big monoplane left. Mrs. 
Stultz was present, and another witness 
of the departure was George Paimer 
Putnam, New York publisher. 

The Fokker had been at the airport 
for several weeks. It was flown here 
by Stultz for the purpose of preparing 
it for the Antarctic expedition and re- 
cently it was fittd out with pontoons 


Pilot for Mrs, Grayson. 


Stultz, who was the pilot for Mrs. 
Frances Wilson Grayson on her several 
unsuccessful attempts to start for 
Europe from Old Orchard, Me., last year, 
had been in charge of the work upon 
the Byrd plane and according to alr- 
port employes had been at the port 
during the early morning hours on 
several days recently. The plane was 
said to have been loaded with 700 
gallons of fuel, which it was estimated 
would be enough for a 20-hour flight. 

Miss Earhart is a member of the 
board of directors of Dennison House, 
of Boston, a social service center. She 
is a licensed aviator. 

Miss Earhart’s mother and sister, who 
reside in Medford, were unawa.e of her 


plans until a few minutes before her | 


take-off this morning, when they re- 
ceived news by telephone of her leaving. 

She had confided to none of her fel- 
low workers at the Dennison House and 
hac simply asked the superintendent 
for a leave of absence.

The Fort Shafter radio station an- 
nounced at 2:30 p. m., that the plane’s 
signals were fading to the extent of 
becoming unreadable but that snatches 
of messages sent out indicated that 
Warner was endeavoring to communi- 
cate with a newspaper in San Francls- 
co. The naval radio station likewise 
reported difficulty in “getting” the 
plane but that this condition was antic- 
ipated and that everything apparently 
was all right with the fliers. 


Signals Begin to Fade. 


Radio experts had explained to the 
fliers earlier in the day that it was ex- 
pected their signals would fade out 
around. 1 p. m. and until about 8 p. m., 
Honolulu time, The plane’s 33-meter 
wave is known as an intermediate 
length, cne better suited to night trans- 
mitting. 

The plane was having trouble with 
its radio receiver, in so far as getting 
messages was concerned. It was under- 
stood here several hours after the plane 
departed that all Warner could hear 
was the radio beacon,

EXPECTS TO RECOUP ALL 


New York, June 3.—Leopold Zimmer- 
man, who for the past four years has 
devoted himself to the repayment of 
creditors involved in the failung of his 
firm in 1923, when the German mark 
crashed, tomorrow will celebrate his 
seventy-fifth birthday by putting in 
his usual ten hours of work at his desk. 
Although Mr, Zimmerman’s birthday is 


today, the celebration has been reserved 
until tomorrow. Mr. and Mrs. Zimmer- 
man recently celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary. 

The complete collapse of the German 
mark in 1923 caused Mr. Zimmerman 
the loss of many millions of dollars 
and resulted in receivership for Zim- 
merman & Forshay, established in 1872, 
With the sanction of the court, howe 
ever, Mr. Zimmerman was permitted to 
reopen his offices at 170 Broadway and 
to conduct his business under the for- 
mer firm name. 

Meanwhilie creditors received sub- 
stantial payments from the Zimmer- 
man & Forshay Assets Realization Core 
poration, which received an award of 
approximately $1,000,000 from the 
Mixed Claims Commission. Payments 
from this body in the near future are 
expected to result in further disburse- 
ments te creditors. 

Four years ago, when the reorganized 
firm opened its doors, Mr. Zimmerman 
said: “If God preserves my health, I 
will make it the ambition of my life” 
that creditors receive every dolar 
through my personal efforts to bring 
my firm back to its former high stand- 
ing in the financial world.” 

At the age of 75 years Mr. Zimmer- 
man pledges himself anew to the re- 
payment in full of all creditors of his 
firm, if within his power, although, not 
legally bound to do so. 

His efforts have been crowned with 
considerable success, for he has been . 
able fully to satisfy many smaller 
claims up to certain amounts, and 
hopes that with the growth of his 
business he will be able in the future 
to continue making payments without 
pexception and limit. . 

Mr. Zimmerman emigrated to this 
country in 1870, after having served 
his apprenticeship with the banking 
firm of A. Merzbach, in Frankfurt-one-e 
Main.

NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 

The lines‘are already being drawn over the

If the new serum shall in fact build up 
the epidermis cells and so preserve the appear- 
ance of health and defeat skin aging, the bene- 
fit may be reaped by multitudes who are not 
interested in beauty lotions or face lifting. 


EXPERT WITNESSES. 


A step calculated to remedy the evil of ‘‘ex- 
pert testimony” will have been taken, if the 
recommendations of the New Jersey State Bar 
Association are carried into effect. The bill 
suggested by the lawyers of that State provides 
that expert witnesses shall be appointed by 
the court, which shall also set the compensa- 
tion and that if any such witness accept any 
other fee or reward, he shall be guilty of con- 
tempt of court and punished accordingly. 

There is a general feeling that some such 
practice as this must be made universal in 
order to check present conditions. 
are tried at the present time without a horde 
of expert witnesses. The onl¥ essential is that 
the litigants shal] be financially able to pay for 
their services. The public has'on several oc- 
casions been treated to spectacles in. which 
all of the expert witnesses on one side dis- 
agreed directly with those retained by the op- 
posing side, even when they started from the 
same premises toward their conclusions. 

There is, of course, always the possibility of 
honest disagreement. It is harder apparently 
for professional. men to see eye to eye. The 
more knowledge of a subject some men 
possess the: more likely it is that they will 
reach independent ground. This can not 
always be the case. Scientists should meet on 
occasions On common ground, but they never 
appear to in the capacity of expert witnesses. 
Present conditions have led to the conclusion 
that expert testimony is a business. Reforms 
which will relieve that impression ought to be 
welcomed, 


RADIO’S HARD PROBLEM. 


Tomorrow and Wednesday Judge Ira. E. 
Robinson, chairman, and O. W. Caldivell, 
member of the Federal! Radio Commission, will 
survey the broadcasting situation in New York 
City where the commission has decided that 
some 25 to 30 stations must be eliminated in 
order to distribute radio facilities as provided 
for under the new radio law. There is some 
significance to the fact that Judge Robinson 
himself is looking over the New York situation, 
for it is in New York that the major fight 
against license revocation is expected to be 


waged. It has become apparent that the law 
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Few cases - 


‘ attached his signature to the act which ap- 


propriated the necessary funds with which the 
engineers of the Army will attempt the work 
of controlling the floods of the Mississippi. 
On Saturday last the Secretary of War, upon 


the recommendation of Maj. Gen. Jadwin ap- 
proved the allocation of more than $21,000.- 
000 for the prosecution of the control work. 
Secretary Davis also issued instructions to the 
district engineers at St. Louis, Memphis, Vicks- 
burg and New Orleans to proceed at once upon 
the preparation of plans and specifications for 
getting the work under way at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Of the amounts allocated, $9,000,000 will be 
used for revetments, $8,400,000 on main line 
levees, $1,500,000 for the Bonne Carre spillway 
and $2,000,000 for dredging and miscellane- 
ous work. 

All these projects had the approval of. the 
Mississippi River Commission as well as the 
Board of Engineers, so that it was not neces- 
sary to submit them to the special board pro- 
vided by the new law to consider the engineer- 
ing differences between the adopted Army 
engineer project and the plans recommended 
by the commission. 

It is the purpose of the War Department to 
proceed with the work along the lines already 
approved with the least possible delay. The 
total cost will be more than ten times the 
amount which has been definitely allocated and 
the plans under which that work will be car- 
ried on ‘will be promptly considered by the 
special board which was authorized by the 
flood control act. The engineers may be able 
at this rate to make up the time which Con- 
gress lost. 
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COMMUNICATIONS MERGER. 


The International 


Co. is negotiating for the control of the com- 


munications system of the Radio Corporation 
of America. Should the deal be consummat- 


ed, the Il. T. & T. will be able .to offer the 
public a combined and coordinated radio, tele- 
graph, cable and radio telephone’ system 
blanketing the entire Western Hemisphere. 
The negotiations follow quickly on the heels 
of ‘the recent Mackay-l. T. & T. merger in 
which some $300,000,000 was involved. 

The communications services of the Radio 
Corporation have been eyed enviously by both 
the Mackay and the Western Union interests. 
Some time ago it was rumored that Western 
Union had made a substantial bid for them. 
This deal fell through. The White law, pro- 
hibiting mergers of wire and radio companies, 
has reacted against such combinations. Of 
late, however, a sentiment has been growing 
that the law should be amended, and it is 
apparent that the merged Mackay-I. T. & T. 
interests believe that they can obtain satis- 
factory modification of the law. 

The Radio Corporation probably would be 
glad to sell its communications services pro- 
vided, of course, it could obtain its price. In 
1927, the corporation had a gross income of 
$65,000,000 of which less than $5,000,000 was 
obtained from its communications services. 
Recently it has been forced to meet increas- 
ing competition and, since its major income is 
derived from manufacturing, it is likely that 
the corporation would welcome an opportunity 
to get out of the communications business. 
Should such a deal be consummated, the cor- 
poration could expand its broadcasting and 
manufacturing activities, probably by effecting 
a merger or close working agreement with the 
Victor Talking Machine Co. The Victor Com- 
pany undoubtedly would welcome such a de- 
velopment. Although its product has been im- 
proved materially within the past few years, 
Victor is reported ready and willing to fore- 
stall further competition from radio by merger 
or agreement. 

It. is apparent that radio is forcing a re- 
alignment of communications services. The 
old-line companies are not passing, but they 
are being shifted about considerably. A new 
communications map is being created in which 
radio has an important position—a map that 
probably. will be redrawn many times before it 
will have become fixed.

Political Forecast, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: While 
residents of the District are disfran- 
chised, still they have a deep interest 
in who shall be nominated for Presi- 
dent by each of the major parties.

‘there will be a split at Kansas City, 


and very likely one at Houston. To all 
appearances Gov. Smith will win out at 
Houston, but there is a very decided 
opposition to him in his own party, an 
opposition that may eventuate in a 
second Democratic nominee. This 
would almost certainly occur if there 
was a prominent member of the party 
who would accept a nomination by the 
| bolters. — 

It would be a marked political event 
for a Democrat to make such a race. 
Only three times in the history of the 
party has a slip occurred. The’ first 
was in 1848, when the Free Soil Dem- 
ocrats went off by themselves and 
nominated Martin Van Buren. He 
polled about 300,000 of the popular 
vote, but failed to carry a single State. 
The regular nominee was Lewis Cass, a 
Northern*man. The second split came 
in 1860, when the regular nomination 
finally fell to Douglas, and the bolting 
delegates from the Southern States 
nominated Breckinridge. Douglas re- 
ceived nearly twice the number of pop- 
ular votes given to Breckinridge, but 
only twelve of the electoral votes. The 
third bolt was in 1896 when Palmer 
was nominated by the gold Democrats. 
In each of those cases a leader was 
found among the prominent members 
of the party. This year no prominent 
Democrat has even intimated he would 
accept such a nomination, 

The probability of a split at Kansas 
City is much stronger. The ‘Republi- 
can party has never been thoroughly 
united since the last election of Gen. 
Grant, except in 1880. It may be set 
down as a certainty that a third party 
will follow the nomination at Kansas 
City.

Starts Campaign to Put Such 
Cases in the Hands 
of Experts. 


REMUS’ TRIAL IS CITED 


New York, June 3 (A.P.).—Citing the 
acquittal of George Remus in Cincin- 
nati as an example of the inadequacy 
of the jury trial system, the National 
Crime Commission today started a 
campaign to place in the hands of 
qualified experts cases involving ques- 
tions of the defendant’s sanity 

The Remus case, the commission de- 
clared in a report of its subcommittee 
on the medical. aspects of crime, was 
an instance of “the utter absurdity of 
intrusting the difficult determination 
of mental responsibility of an accused 
person for his acts to twelve laymen, 
admittedly unable to pass on the ques- 
tion from their own knowledge or 
training.” 

The report, compiled under the di- 
rection of Dr, Frankwood Williams, in 
the absence of Ethel Roosevelt Derby, 
chairman of the medical subcomm!t- 
tee, is based on nation-wide investiga- 
tions extending over a year, the com- 
mission announced. 

It commends the steps taken by Col- 
orado and Massachusetts to remove 
questions of sanity from juries and 
place them in the hands of qualified 
experts, and expresses the hope that 
“the interest and indignation aroused” 
by the results of the Remus trial will 
lead other States to follow their ex- 
ample. 

A survey prepared by the medical 
subcommittee disclosed that more than 
100 courts, in 31 States, now employ 
psychiatric services. The committee 
reached the belief that questions of 
sanity should be disposed of before 
trial and should not be allowed to 
arisé as the principal point at issue 
before a jury. 

Newton D. Baker, chairman of the 
National Crime Commission, in an ex- 
planatory statement accompanying the 
report, says: 

“It is the general belief that the 
plea of insanity is brought forward for 
the defendant as a way of escaping 
from the just sentence more often 
than it is advanced in good faith as 
the correct explanation for the acts of 
the accused.”

Alleged Alfred Spink Affidavit 
Lays 1916 Bombings 
by German Spies. 


RADICAL NOW IN PRISON 


Chicago, June 3 (A.P.).—The Chicago 
Federation of Labor today voted to re- 
new its efforts to obtain the release of 
Tom Mooney, radical labor leader, from 


San Quentin Penitentiary, California, 
where he is serving a life sentence for 
complicity in San Francisco Prepared- 
ness Day bombings. The bombing, July 
22, 1916, killed eleven persons in a 
parade. 

The federation will base its fight for 
Mooney’s freedom on an affidavit al- 
leged to have been drawn up by Alfred 
H. Spink, sports writer, who died here 
last week. The affidavit sets forth that 
the bomb plot was executed by German 
agents without the implication of 
Mooney. 

According to the affidavit, Mr. and 

Mrs. Spink lived in Oakland, Calif., for 
some time preceding and after the ex- 
plosion. Mrs. Spink became friendly 
with some neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Pow- 
ell Mertz, allegedly German agents. 
« Mrs. Mertz is said to have warned 
Mrs. Spink to stay out of San Fran- 
cisco on Preparedness Day, as “some- 
thing awful” was going to happen. 

After the explosion, says the affi- 
davit, Mrs. Spink, who was a German, 
persuaded Spink not to notify the au- 
thorities. Because of concern over his 
wife, who was in poor health a number 
of years, Spink withheld disclosure of 
his knowledge until her death, which 
occurred a year ago. 

Then he told his story to John Fitz- 
patrick, president of the federation, ex- 
acting the promise that it should not 
be made public until after his death, 
1, is declared. 

The federation meeting voted that 
immediate steps be taken to secure a 
pardon for Mooney.

Industry Is Still Somewhat 
Irregular as the Warm 
Weather Arrives. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC RUNS 
BEHIND FORMER YEARS 


Employment in Auto Factories 
at Peak Levels—Weather 
Hampers Textiles. 


New York, June 3 (A.P.).—Except for 
the usual seasonal readjustments, 
there was no great change in the busi- 
ness situation last week. Crops and 
retail trade began to show signs of 
improvement on the approach of 
warmer and more seasonable weather, 
but industry generally continued to de- 
velop irregularities. While compari- 
sons to date with last year have been 
generally unfavorable, current prospects 
appear better than those of a year 
ago. 

Freight traffic continues below the 
corresponding periods of 1927 and 1926, 
but there is a growing tendency to 
attribute this in part to the increase in 
motor truck transportation. Railroad 
earnings, however, show a marked im- 
provement in operating results. 


Clearings Below Previous Week. 


Bank clearings, reported by the 
weekly mercantile reviews, were below 
those of the previous week, due to the 
observance of the holiday last Wednes- 
day, and also about 1.5 per cent below 
the corresponding week last year, which 
was also a holiday week, but which in- 
cluded the June settlement period not 
covered in the same week this year. 
The daily average of clearings in 1928 
to date is nearly 30 per cent above that 
of the same period last year. 

Activity in the steel industry has 
been well sustained beyond the time 
when season declines usually set in. 
Operations in the Chicago district were 
maintained above 90 per cent of ca- 
pacity, while production in Eastern 
centers averaged around 75 per cent. 
New business has been less satisfactory 
due to disappointing railroad and oil 
company purchases. Structural de- 
mands continue good. Heavy melting 
steel scrap sold in the Birmingham dis- 
trict last week for $10 a ton, the lowest 
price in years. 


Other Auto Mergers Likely. 


The announcement of the Chrysler- 
Dodge Bros. merger was the outstand- 
ing development of the week in the 
automotive industry. It immediately 
set in motion a flock of rumors of 
other consolidations, some of which 
undoubtedly will be carried through 
before the end of the year. Employ- 
ment in the automobile centers con- 
tinues at peak levels, with the Ford 
plants employing the largest number 
of persons in history. General Motors, 
Hupp, Hudson, Graham-Paige, Packard, 
Reo and other manufacturers report 
record-breaking May production. 

Oil production showed a slight in- 
crease last week, after several succes- 
sive decreases, but output is still well 
below a year ago. Gasoline consump- 
_" continues at record-breaking lev- 
els. 

Backward weather has had a re- 
straining influence on textile produc- 
tion and has hurt the demand for 
seasonal apparel. Stocks of cotton sta- 


, ples are in excess of unfilled orders, and 
the silk industry has curtailed opera- 


tions afger a favorable spring. 
Reserves Further Depleted. 


Further depletion of the country’s 
gold reserves, through exports last 
week, were accompanied by a tighten- 
ing of credit, which appeared to be 
aimed primarily at speculation in se- 
curities. Commercial demands for 
credit show little appreciable increase. 

Both Dun and Bradstreet reported 
that commercial failures in May were 
slightly larger than in April and in 
May of last year, but that the volume 
of liabilities was less. Dun reports that 
defaults exceeded the 2,000 mark for 
the first time in any May, but that 
liabilities of $36,116,900 were 5 per 
cent below those of April and about 
414 per cent below those of last May.

Week’s Depression; New 
Output Increases. 


FOREIGNS BARELY STEADY 


New York, June 3 (A.P.).—The bond 
market eased off last week under the 
influence of high money rates, with the 
general list, except for a few issues, 
closing at lower levels. 

Added to the depressing influence of 
the highest money rates in several years 
was the continued hesitancy of traders 
to increase commitments, the greater 
attraction of the stock market and the 
usual month-end liquidation. United 
States Government obligations particu- 
larly were under pressure, but the soft- 
ening tendency was evident in all sec- 
tions of the list, and only a few con- 
vertibles and semispeculative issues 
showed any indication of strength. 

New offerings showed a substantial 
gein over the previous week, totaling 
$69,123,000, as compared with %56,408,- 
322, last week and $79,118,000 for the 
corresponding week a year ago. 

Dodge Bros. debenture 6s was a fea- 
ture of the week; the issue gaining 
about 7 points on buying inspired by an- 
neuncemnt of a merger with the Chrys- 
ler corporation. American Beet Sugar 
debenture 6s, B. F. Goodrich 6148 and 
Pierce-Arrow debenture 8s also ad- 
vanced, the latter on reports of a pend- 
ing merger with Jordan. Some demand 
was evident early in the week for Sin- 
clair Pipe Line 5s. 

There were strong spots in the rail- 
road group, most rails being under pres- 
sure which reflected divergence of opin- 
ion over the future of consolidation 
proposals. Iowa Central refunding 4s, 
Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville 4s, 
and Chicago & Southwestern 614s were 
prominent among *he few to advance. 

United States Government obliga- 
tions also moved to lower levels with 
little buying in evidence. ‘Traders are 
expecting announcement during the 
coming week of new Treasury financ- 
ing, believing it will take the form of 
a short-term offering. 

New offerings next week probably 
will be heavy generally, for early indl- 
cations point to a total in excess of 
$65,000,000. Heading the list is a 
public offering Monday of $26,000,000 
Federal Land Bank 4 per cent bonds, 
priced at 100% and interest, to yleld 
3.98 to 4 per cent. A group headed by 
Brown Bros. & Co. is expected to make 
public offerings of $8,000,000 Hamburg 
Elevated, Underground and_ Street 
Railways Co. ten-year 5'!4s per cent 
bonds. Harris, Forbes & Co. will offer 
on Tuesday $6,000,000 International Se- 
curities Corporation of America 5 per 
cent gold debentures. 

Another foreign utility bond offering 
will come Monday in the form of 
$5,000,000 Brandenburg Electric Power 
Company of Germany sinking fund 6 
per cent bonds, proceeds to he used in 
financing expansion projects. Other of- 
ferings include: $4,500,000 Rockland 
Light & Power Co. first refunding 
mortgage 4! per cent bonds; Northern 
Utilities Co. first lien 6 per cent bonds 
for a total of $3,250,000, and 614 per 
cent sinking fund gold debentures to- 
taling $1,700,000, and $3,500,000 Steu- 
ben Building first mortgage fee 6 per 
cent sinking fund bonds. 

The Bancitaly Mortgage Co. has 
called for redemption on July 1 
$5,000,000 face amount of its 5% per 
cent bonds now outstanding. 


Outside Money Pours 
Into French Bourse 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, June 3.—The persistent

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TAREGULAR QURING WEEK 
Leadership Shifts From the 


Airplane Stocks to 
Other Groups. 
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HIGH MONEY IS FACTOR 


New York, June 3 (A.P.).—Extreme 
irregularity marked curb market move- 
ments during the past week as con- 


flicting trade and market factors 
worked their influence. During the 
first two days trading was light and 
prices inclined to heaviness, but bull- 
ish enthusiasm broke out later and 
prices soared to higher levels. 

Leadership was transferred from air- 
plane issues to automotive and again 
to utilities, with mining stocks, in- 
dustrial specialties and a few chain 
store issues showing temporary bursts 
of strength. Ojls were under pressure 
most of the week, although some im- 
provement was apparent toward the 
close. 

High money rates and a rather criti- 
cal credit situation were largely re- 
sponsible for the market’s irregularity, 
but these factors were forgotten under 
the inspiration of individual or crade 
developments and buying began on a 
large scale. 

The airplane issues eased off on profi- 
it-taking when the call money rate 
rose to 614 per cent. Announcement 
of the Chrysler-Dodge merger attracted 
attention to automotive shares, with 
Motor Products, Safe-T-Stat, Bohn- 
Aluminum, Auburn Auto and others 
moving upward. Ford of Canada, how- 
ever, was conspicuously weak, sagging 
30 points or more. 

Food products were strong through- 
out the week with Gobel, Hygrade Food 
Products and others reaching new 
peaks. Prosperous business in the 
machine tool and. allied industries 
caused heavy buying of such stocks as 
Nichols & Shepard, Deere & Co., and 
Niles Bement Pond, although the lat- 
ter sold off toward the close. 

Increase in the price of metals was 
reflected in the advance of mining is- 
sues, particularly Consolidated Copper 
Mine, Anglo-Chilean Nitrate, Newmont 
and Noranda. Other issues to show 
good gains included General Laundry 
Machinery, American Rayon Products, 
which its believed to be involved in a 
merger with Celanese, Aluminum Com- 
pany of America, Hart Parr preferred. 
Marion Steam Shovel and Royal Baking 
Powder. 

Utilities were neglected until near 
the end of the week, when American 
Gas & Electric, American Light & Trac- 
tion, Puget Sound and a few others 
advanced over wide margins. Most 
utilities, however, made only small 
gains. 

Oils and pipe lines moved within 
narrow limits, due largely to unset- 
tled conditions in the petroleum indus- 
try. Declaration of an extra dividend 
caused some buying Southwest 
Pennsylvania Pipe Line. 

Bonds moved in sympathy with stock 
prices, with this group also showing 
extreme irregularity and feeling the 
influence of high money rates. Be- 
cause of the Increased activity of the 
market during milllon-share days and 
in an effort to cxpedite tieker quota- 
tion service, the exchange has arranged 
for the installation of bond ticker 
service in New York City. Out-of-town 
subscribers will be served by a. new 
system of recording, effective late in 
September, under which, from 10:30 to 
10:40 a. m., daily, and for five-minute 
periods at the end of every fifteen 
minutes, bond quotations will be print- 
ed on the stock ticker.

The six teams were picked from 
among a group of thirteen, which in- 
cluded Syracuse, Colgate, Union, Yale, 
Cornell, Swarthmore and Dartmouth. 


That the Maryland team will haye 
another opportunity to win the right 
represent this country in the coming 
Olympics will be gratifying to the Old 
Liners.

This does not mean that in every 
Case in which Ace-King-Queen and 
three or more small cards of a suit are 
held, that two should be bid. There 
would be some cases with such a hold- 
ing, in which more than two should be 


bid; and there would be others in 
which only one should be bid. When 
the intial bidder’s suit has such great 
length, or when in addition to a long- 
strong suit his side hand has such 
great strength in one other suit, that 
--he has the trick-taking power with his 
suit the trump to justify an attempt 
to shut out all other bidding. he bids 
three or more (i. e., “pre-empts’”’). A 
bid of only one should be made with a 
hand which has the two-bid holding in 
cases in which it is advisable to have 
the partner bid something else if the 
partner—as is probably the case with a 
holding of six or more—has only two 


With this hand it probably would be 
better to start by bidding one, rather 
than two. If it should happen that 
the partner had five or more strong 
Hearts and only one or two Spades, a 
Heart bid from him would be most ad- 
vantageous as the combined hands 
then would probably work better at 
Hearts than at Spades. To bid two, 
announcing the full strength of a two- 
bid, would relieve n partner holding 
only two Spades from the feeling that 
he was bound to show his other Ma- 
jor sult, as he woula be if a bid of 
only one Spade was made. This is one 
of the few cases in which it is bet- 
ter to withhold temporarily the full 
information from the partner, Of 
course if the partner should deny the 
Spade by bidding two diamonds, the 
Dealer with six Spaaes could rebid 
with propriety in spite of his part- 
ner's denial.

In France, vaccinating cows 
mental stage. It is there being used as 
a practical procedure Many thousand 
cattle have been vaccinated. Some were 
first vaccinated about six years ago, 
almost the life of a milk cow at the 
pail. In various colcnies under French 
influence it has spread about as rap- 
idiy. The Germans are still holding 
back, The Belgians are strong for it. 
It has some strong advocates in Eng- 
land. 


So far as the vaccination of human 
beings is concerned the reports are 
about as follows: In France the reports 
on vaccinated babies now cover more 
than 50,000 children Facilities for such 
vaccination are now organized by 
states, or what corresponds thereto. 
They are beginning to vaccinate older 
children. This vaccination of older 
children has been going on for about 
one year. French colonial soldiers are 
being so vaccinated. 

Dr. J. Heinbeck, of Oslo, Norway, re- 
ports the results of vaccinating the 
nurses in a_ tuberculosis hospital. 
Twenty-three nurses entering service 
in this hospital gave a negative Von 
Perquet test for tuberculosis. They 
weré offered vaccination. Twelve ac- 
cepted, At the end of service none of 
the vaccinated kad tuberculosis. Four 
of the eleven who refused vaccination 
had tuberculosis. 

It is Heinbeck’s idea that most chil- 
dren acquire tuberculosis and either 
become clinically sick with it or get 
well and acquire immunity. This im- 
munity wears out at about age 20, and 
at that age young people should be 
vaccinated against the disease. 

The vaccination of. children older 
than babyhood and of adults is done 
by. hypodermic injections. On.the oth- 
er hand, a Scandinavian authority is 
opposed to Calmette vaccination. He 
has studied what Calmette has writ- 
ten and he does not think he has 
proved his case. Petroff is still less 
friendly. He thinks there may be dan- 
ger in the method.

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LYING OF YOUTH 
CS PARENTS 


-Dr. L. C. Clark Tells American 
- University Graduates Such 
Views Are Wrong. 
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ARE BEST IN HISTORY 


Declares Attacks Are Sowing 
Vicious Seeds—Commence- 
ment Exercises Today. 


Goes 


Observing that “never in the history 
of the world has there been such vilify- 
ing of the souls of youth as now,” Dr. 
Lucius C. Clark, chancellor of Amer- 
ican University, yesterday rose to the 
defense of “flaming youth.” In his an- 
mual convocation sermon to graduates 
of the university at the auditorium on 
the campus, Dr. Clark declared, “I can 
not discover that the youth of today. 
physically, morally, mentally or spir- 
itually, is behind those of former days.” 

“Many are disturbed because youth 1s 
not what he used to be,” said the 
speaker. “Well, we can thank God for 
‘that. We want youth physically attrac- 
tive, emotionally uncertain and intel- 
lectually intrepid. 


“The attitude of the elders through 
history has been unvarying. Youth does 
“mot suit them. The cure tor pessimism 
is a look at the past. = could produce a 
letter written in 1660 that gives every 
evidence of having been written yes- 
terday, Judged by the fulsome criticism 
and critical attitude of the writer 
toward the youth of his day. 


Sees Vicious Seeds Sown. 


“Let me tell you elders your day was 
an easy time. Never in the history of 
the world has there been such vilifying 
of the souls of youth as now. 

“Every youthful foible of the day 1s 
on the wire or shooting through space 
to be put into print. The publicity 
given to the foibles of present-day 
youth has in it much of propaganda 
Future fruitage in questionable living 
is now being made possible by sowing 
vicious seeds in the lives of growing 
youth. 

“Our attention is continually called 
to the awfulness of modern dress, or 
the lack of it. We must listen to the 
wail of those who are accusing youth, 
as though there were no exceptions, of 
smoking, and lying, and of sex run 
wild. 

“I have heard of college boys getting 
drunk, and girls too, and we are all 
sorry for them. I have also heard a 
Methodist bishop say that his college 
faternity in a Methodist college, lost 
its charter years ago, because of the 
continual drunkenness of its members. 


Holds Parents Ignorant. 


“Something can be sald critically of 
the dress of the girls of today. Mothers, 
because you wore a garment with a 
train where a million immigrants might 
ride in luxury, makes you a poor critic 
of your daughter if she wears a gar- 
ment that would make a microbe of 
éarth catapult the distance to a new 
microbe planet, in order to find a land- 
ing field. For sanity and saneness, the 
old day has not won the decision. It 
would be a pity if in these days the 
young girl were outdone by her grand- 
mother in extremes of dress and de- 
meanor.” 

While defending youth from its ca- 
lumniators for the most part, Dr. Clark 
said he thought young people were 
“made the court of appeal in too many 
things. When I want to know what a 
child is to do,” continued Dr. Clark, 
“I do not ask the parent. They do not 
know. 

“Some have an idea that youth Is 
gport crazy,” said the speaker. “There 
are excesses in everything that have 
unusual expenditures of energy. There 
is no apology to make for the student 
‘who sees nothing in a college course but 
sport. No matter how well he suc- 
ceeds as an athlete, he is in college 
primarily to succeed as a student, and 
the combination of an athlete and stu- 
dent is the high goal of noblest en- 
deavor. 


Favors Old Men for Armies. 


“Youth is not certain just how to 
express himself, but it has a feeling 
that some one has made a mess of the 
world. There are millions in this 
young group who will help to remedy 
the ills of life. 

“Youth has gained several years on 
the elders in knowledge from the 
schools, from motion pictures, travel. 
extravagant expenditure of money, sex 
discussions, and others facts and fac- 
tors that determine opinions.” 

The speaker went so far as to pro- 
pose that youth should be protected 
against the destruction by § wars. 

hrough a program which would take 
for the armies of the world only men 
of 50 years and above. “My age,” de- 
clared Dr. Clark, “is just as good a 
target, and with more possibility for 
a than that of the youth

Southern Memorial Day Rites 
Held at Monument in 
Arlington Cemetery. 


FLOWERS COVER GRAVES 


More than 500 persons attended the 
Southern Memorial Day service at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery yesterday to 
honor the Confederate dead. The invo- 
cation was given by the Rev. J. W. Duf- 
fey, chaplain of Camp 171, U. C. V 
Judge Charles B. Howery, commander 
of Camp 171, presided and introduced 
the speakers. 

W. W. Millan, sor. of a Oonfederate 
soldier, made the principal address, The 
names of Lee, Jackson and Stuart, the 
Confederate leaders, with the Union 
leaders, Grant, Sherman and Sheridan, 
will be heralded by history as the six 
men who brought about the unity of 
the North and South, he declared.

SERIOUS FEUD SEEN BETWEEN

Usurpation of the private passenger 
car's right-of-way. 


Turning and stopping without sig- 
nals. 

Continual turning between intersec- 
tions where it is necessary to back up 

Excessive racing at circles for po- 
sition. 

Double parking at periods other than 
those in which passengers are being 
taken on or discharged. 

Frequent disregard of stop signs. 

The charges against both factions 
obviously are serious. They invoive 
violations of the fundamentals of street 
safety not only as it affects motorists, 
but also pedestrians who are, in ef- 
fect, the innocent bystanders in the 
struggle between the two classes of 
vehicle operators. 

The forms of misconduct that are 
most fertile in arousing the active op- 
position and animus of the passenger 
vehicle operator for the bus driver are 
his persistent practtce of driving in 
the middle of the street, his intimida- 
tion with respect to the right-of-way. 
and the snarling of his horn the in- 
stant his own patch is blocked—the 
latter regardless of the inability of the 
car owner to remedy the situation. To 
pass a bus to the left is highly dan- 
gerous, especially during rush hours, 
and to get around on the right is ille- 
gal, it is pointed out by those who are 
victimized by the public conveyance 
operator's assumption of dominance. 


Small Operator Gives. Way. 


That there are few accidents involv- 
ing these public vehicles is a weak de- 
fense for the misconduct, because, it 
is pointed out, the relatively small 
number of mishaps is due to the fact 
that the smaller car operator gives way. 

While the bus operator reaches for 
the horn button the instant he fore- 
sees a slight delay, he is utterly and 
completely indifferent to the passenger 
car driver’s signal indicating a desire 
to pass, according to a host of Wash- 
ington car owners who are incensed 
at the prevailing situation. 

This is particularly true on those 
main thoroughfares where grades se- 
riously affect the speed at which the 
large, heavily-laden carriers can travel. 
Literally scores of private passenger 
cars are discommoded by having to 
travel at a snail’s pace under such cir- 
cumstances and the argument that the 
bus is serving the greater number is 
held to be ridiculous. 

That ‘ e bus operators would profit 
considerably by demanding that their 
drivers practice courtesy toward other 
street users is the conviction of many 
observers, who point out that under 
the present conditions the retaliatory 
practices of the private vehicle owners 
are subversive to maintenance of bus 
schedules. All the average driver asks 
is respect for his rights and he, in 
turn, will accord the same recognition 


to the public carriers, say those who 


| disregard of 


are looking for a remedy for the situa- 
tion that now exists. 

With regard to the taxi drivers, their 
remissness in a host of ways has won 
them more than a fair share of the 
private car owner's disregard, it is 
maintained. The alleged sins of this 
group of public conveyance operators 
are declared to be all of those of the 
inordinately fast driver. It is recog- 
nized generally that the taxi driver's 
earnings are based upon the complete 
utilization of his time in the trans- 
portation of passengers, but, it is ar- 
gued, this does not jusilify him In vio- 
lating such basic regulations as driv- 
ing on the proper side of the street 
failure to give signals, startin. on the 
amber lights, excessive speeds in con 
gested areas, turning in narrow streets, 
passing at intersections, and the like. 

It is on the thoroughfares where traf- 
fic is controlled by the signal lights 
that the taxi driver is declared to show 
up at his worst from a sound driving 
standpoint. In addition to his flagrant 
the amber light non- 
starting rule, he is held to be~the 
worst type of light racer; in other 
words, he will drive clear over to the 
left curb with his engine “wide open” 
in an effort to get around all other 
jraffic to beat the light change. 


Swerves From Traffic Lane. 


Without signaling his intention, he 
is accused of swerving from one traffic 
lane to another with entire disregard 
of the danger of this practice. Left 
turns and complete turns, unsignaled. 
are universally accepted as one of the 
gravest of traffic hazards, yet the taxi 
driver is accused of making such 
changes constantly. 

As to the speed at which these ve- 
hicles travel, one motorist who ad- 
mits that he often has “taken more 
than the law allows,” in an effort to 
keep ahead of a taxi, declares that he 
recalls but few instances in which he 
has been successful in the experi- 
ment. 

The whole situation in itself is such 
as to demand a remedy, in the opinion 
of a host of observers. With the com- 
ing of thousands of tourists to the 
Capital this summer, further compli- 
cating the local traffic situation, the 
need for drastic and immediate action 
is rendered doubly acute, it is held. 

In effecting an improvement, the em- 
ployers of bus and taxi drivers are 
looked upon as the most important 
factors. In the interest of establishing 
the harmonious relationship between 
their vehicles and the privately owned 
automobile that will assure their pa- 
trons of complete safety and rapid 
service, it is argued that they must 
take emphatic action to curb the fla- 
grant traffic misconduct of their 
drivers. 

In this connection it is pointed out 
that many of the practices of their 
emy'oyes that are bringing the public 
vehicles into disrepute are unknown 
to them and that if called to their at- 
tention will bring immediate better- 
ment in the situation. :
